Wanted to bring to your attention an article in today's Beverly Press, in which the data we have been collecting for the 
last two years is shared.

This is a growing concern city-wide, as we discussed at last week's board meeting. With appreciation to the BID 
Patrol, our team goes out on the last day of the month at 4 a.m. and counts every person they see sleeping in the two 
BIDs and notes the specific location. So we have very good data now for two years, which documents this increase. 
Here is a snapshot of the overall data set for just June 30 over the past two years. 
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Compared to June 2013, there are 174 more homeless people sleeping in the two BIDs, an increase of 144%
